dian Red Cross Blood Clinic have 
started an energetic drive to se¬ 
cure 100 names or more as blood 
donors. 

Some weeks ago Mrs. McIntyre 
and Mr. Moss, Red Cross officials, 
visited Coleman and addressed a 
small committee on how the local 
campaign should be conducted. 
They expressed a desire to visit 
Coleman some Saturday after¬ 
noon in April. It was planned to 
work Blairmore Saturday morn¬ 
ing, 'Coleman Saturday afternoon 
and evening and travel to Michel- 
Natal to hold a clinic there on 
the Sunday. 

To make it practical for the 
clinic to visit'the town at least 
100 names must be available. The 
clinic can handle the 100 within 
a couple of hours. 

Alberta is the second province 
to provide free blood to hospitals. 
However to maintain the service 
there needs 'to be a steady stream 
of blood arriving at the Calgary 
Red Cross headquarters. Coleman 
hospital has received blood' from 
the Red Cross and the local doc¬ 
tors are heartily in support of 
local citizens donating blood to 
the clinic. No person is refused 
blood whenever they need it for a 
transfusion. 

Miss Yuill has already gained 
permission of the school Board to 
use the Domestic Science room in 
the high school for the clinic. A 
few weeks ago the local companies 
gave Miss Yuill their weekly advt. 
to solicit names and several came 
forward to record their names as 
donors. 

Last Sunday Miss Yuill address¬ 
ed the miners’ union meeting ask¬ 
ing for donors and union secre¬ 
tary Wm. ’White came to her sup¬ 
port by addressing the members 
on that subject. On Saturday she 
will be at the bank to record the 
names of those who desire to do¬ 
nate blood.

Pass Service Clubs Seek to Keep 
Turtle Mountain Playgrounds 
Swimming Pool Open This Summer 


Unless financial aid is forthcom¬ 
ing from service clubs and other 
organizations throughout the Pass 
it has been stated that Turtle 
Mountain Playgrounds swimming 
pool will not operate this coming 
summer. 

This decision was made known 
to Coleman Lions club on Monday 
evening when a delegation of 
three from Blairmore Lions club 
attended the local supper-meeting 
and gave a brief summary of con- 
itions which have prevailed' dur¬ 
ing the past several years. 

It was revealed that the pro¬ 
prietors had been taking a fin¬ 
ancial licking each year amount¬ 
ing from $800 to $1,000. Water 
cost $40 per month, light and 
power $ ,50 per month, swimming 
instructor $150 per month, at¬ 
tendant, $80, plus expenses such 
as chemicals for the water, coal 
and miscellaneous items. 

It was thought that if $3,000 
could be raised it would be suffi¬ 


cient to operate the pool during 
the summer months. This money 
could be raised through carnivals, 
raffles, etc. 

Lions clubs in Blairmore and 
Bellevue had chosen committees to 
study the subject and Coleman 
was asked' to choose its commit¬ 
tee. Blairmore Elks had also 
chosen a committee and Thursday 
evening Coleman Elks would de¬ 
bate the subject and very likely 
select a committee. 

Coleman Lions appointed 1 F. R. 
Duncanson and Herb. Hewitt as 
its committee members. 

A meeting of all committees is 
to be called within the next week 
to discuss the subject thoroughly 
and determine how to raise funds 
to maintain the pool’s operation. 

Coleman Lions club suggested 
that in order to gain greater pat¬ 
ronage from local swimmers, ar¬ 
rangements be made with one of 
the Pass bus owners to make 
special trips to the pool each day.

Two insurance policies on Cam¬ 
eron school were renewed with 
Coleman Insurance Agencies. 

Coleman’s new choral society 
was granted use of the high school 
auditorium for one hour each 
week. It was emphasized by Board 
members however that there must 
be no smoking in the auditorium. 

Trustee Bomben objected to the 
vaulting horse and spring board 
being used in the auditorium for 
P.T. He stated that damage to 
the ceiling underneath the audi¬ 
torium would result. Some years 
ago a motion was placed on the 
minute books that these two 
pieces of* equipment had to be re¬ 
moved from the auditorium. Prin¬ 
cipal Hoyle was sent for and upon 
his arrival he made it clear that 
he had given the P.T. instructor 
permission to teach P.T. several 
nights weekly after school hours 
and two nights weekly from 7 to 
9. He had been unaware that a 
motion had been passed long ago 
authorizing the removal of the 
two pieces of equipment and that 
they had been in use for approxi¬ 
mately eight' years without dam¬ 
age to the ceiling underneath.

Nationalism Seen 
Block To Reds 

(Calgary Albertan) 

“The greatest obstacle to Com¬ 
munism in Europe today is the 
national consciousness of the dif¬ 
ferent separate states,” Dmyd.ro 
Andriewsky, a delegate to the 
Pan-Amercian Urkrainian confer¬ 
ence in New York last fall, told 
an audience at the Greek Orthodox 
parish hall Thursday. 

Mr. Andriewsky, who now lives 
in Belgium, has been active in 
Ukrainian politics since he took 
part in the liberation of his coun¬ 
try from Russian rule in 1918. He 
was in Belgium at the beginning 
of the war, but returned to the 
Ukraine in 1943. While going back 
to Belgium, he was arrested and 
spent five years in German con¬ 
centration camps. 

Mr. Andriewsky pointed out 
that officials of the anti-Commun- 
ist underground had helped Uk¬ 
rainians out of their country to 
escape from Russian rule. Of the 
250,000 homeless Ukrainians now 
in concentration camps, Mr. An¬ 
driewsky stated, many were in¬ 
tellectuals who would be the 'lead¬ 
ers in any democratic rebuilding? 
of the Ukraine.

Dauphin Woman 
Given Credit For 
Success Of .Clubs 


CANON CITY, Colo. —Rough, 
tough warden Roy Best said he 
is going to raise Jimmy Melton, 
12-year-old convicted killer, “like 
my own kid.’’ 

"I can't put that kid behind 
bars to be with the toughest 
thugs and bums in the state,” he 
declared. "I’m going to take him 
into my home, let him go to 
school. 

"They sent Jimmy here for me 
to care for. The way ,1 look *at 
it, I can do it my own way. This 
is my way. I’m going to try it 
out.” 

Jimmy pleaded guilty at Las 
Animas to second degree murder 
in the killing of his sister, Phyllis 
Marie Melton, 16.

Miss McConnell, who "grew up in 
agriculture” from her birth £ft her 
parents’ farm at Petersfleld, took 
normal school training at Saskatoon, 
then her degree of bachelor of science 
in agriculture. 

Returning to < Manitoba, she joined 
the Dominion-Provincial youth train¬ 
ing scheme as itinerant instructor 
until she went to Dauphin in 1939 for 
the extension service. When she 
succeeded Conner she was first ap¬ 
pointed acting representative but the 
province gave her the full title in 
May, 1946.

HOME OWNER VS RENTER 

From the deliberations of the City Fathers on 
Tuesday evening it would appear quite definite that a 
poll tax on wage earners not owning property within 
the incorporated area of the town will be assessed, the 
amount still to be determined. 

During the discussions it was stated that the poll 
tax might work a hardship on the renter since he is in¬ 
directly paying taxes through rent and the poll tax 
would be an added tax on him, thus making him the 
hardest hit. There was general agreement with the 
statement. 

However, the property owner in this community is 
not free of headaches over taxation and property main¬ 
tenance. The average rent in Coleman is around $20 
per month and the average value of a home is in the 
neighborhood of $2,500, discounting today’s inflated 
construction costs. 

In Coleman a home is assessed f of its value, thus 
a $2,500 home is assessed $1,600. The combined school 
and town mill rate last year was 67 mills, thus taxation 
on a $2,500 property would be $111.00 In addition nor¬ 
mal maintenance and repairs in a year is estimated at 
$50 by building contractors, insurance we estimate at 
$12 on $2,500 bringing the total up to $173. The renter 
pays a straight yearly rental of $240 giving the owner 
a net profit on his $2,500 investment of $67. 

He could take that same $2,500, invest it in Cole¬ 
man Light & Water debentures at 4% and net himself 
a profit of $100 with no headaches over taxes, repairs, 
insurance, etc. Ownership of property in Coleman is 
a liability not an asset and with increased school costs 
it is quite possible taxes will increase rather than de¬ 
crease. It is the property owner whom we consider 
should be sympathized with in his heavy tax burden. 

STANDING IN OWN LIGHT 

The town council recently received through its Police Chief 
a circular letter from the Attorney General’s department, Ed¬ 
monton, stressing the fact that lotteries, raffles, etc. are taboo 
and individuals and organizations indulging in same are liable 
to prosecution. Exceptions are OCCASIONAL bingo games 
and small raffles not exceeding $50 sponsored by charitable or¬ 
ganizations and religious bodies who have first gained permis¬ 
sion of the town council to conduct same. 

There are two sides to the question of lotteries and raffles. 
We can see the government’s point in ruling out lotteries thus 
protecting the public from being robbed by large scale opera¬ 
tors of shady character who are more interested in personal 
gain than in charitable institutions. 

However what of the workers in the small communities? 

In order to constantly foster community activity there 
must be funds always available. It is not to be expected that 
these funds can always be secured through public subscrip¬ 
tion. The provincial government will most certainly not step 
in and give an adequate grant to the varied activies in a normal 
community. Then where is the money to come from if not 
raffles and lotteries which are supervised in 99 cases out of 100 
by some community organization interested in community wel¬ 
fare. 

Take our local problem for instance. Our community hall 
was burned down and public subscription is not expected to 
finance all that the Civic Centre committee desires to include 
in the building and raffles had been discussed through which 
to raise the additional funds. 

We have in Edmonton a department whose duty it is to 
encourage and help cultivate cultural activity. We also have a 
department in Edmonton whose duty it appears to be to hand¬ 
cuff organizations from raising funds with which to promote 
cultural activity. The provincial government is standing in 
its own light.

The second week of tlhe Session 
saw a continuation of itihe debate 
on the speech from the throne, 
with many members on both sides 
of the house taking part. 

'Hon. C. E. Gerhart, minister of 
municipal affairs, indicated that 
the Alberta government will per- 
pare a City Act wfhich will cover 
all Alberta cities and 1 replace the 
existing seven city chatters, all 
of which are different. This will 
provide uniformity of city chart¬ 
ers for Alberta cities. The Depart¬ 
ments of the Attorney General 
and Municipal Affairs, assisted by 
the cities involved, will prepare 
the legislation. Mr. Gerhart in¬ 
dicated that the cities today have 
wealth 8 million dollars in excess 
of what their assets were a year 
ago. At the same time, the city 
expenditures in dollars have been 
higher than in the past, but the 
actual rate of taxation has been 
lowered in some cases, and there 
has been no substantial rise in 
any city of Alberta. The old rates 
on new wealth still provide suffi¬ 
cient money to cover all of the 
costs. The city centres of largest 
population have been denied hos¬ 
pitalization at a-dollar-a-day rate. 
During the same period of time, 
in the rural municipalities, the 


rate of opr taxation has exceed¬ 
ed the rate of increase in new 
wealth. The rate of taxation in the 
rural municipalities has kept an 
upward pace with the rising cost 
of living while it has provided 
municipal hospitalization. City 
residents are still paying hospital 
deficits through taxation, and yet 
do not get the benefits of a dollar- 
a-day hospitalization. The govern¬ 
ment urges city ratepayers to re¬ 
quest a plebiscite in which they 
can indicate their desire to have 
municipal hospital rates in Al¬ 
berta cities. 

Many members, including H. E. 
DeBolt and Gordon Ta'ylor, urged 
the keeping of natural gas in Al¬ 
berta and inviting industry to 
come to Alberta to use it. An en¬ 
quiry wil be made by the govern¬ 
ment into the matter of supply 
and needs, for the purpose of see¬ 
ing that the supply is always 
adequate to meet the provincial 
needs. 

Mrs. Ira McLaughlin contended 
that an austerity program was not 
linked to prosperity, and that “eat 
less and work more” was not a 
desirable slogan for Canadian 
people. 

A motion was introduced into 
the House from the Opposition 


side, requesting a branch of the 
University of Alberta to be es- 
tablished in Calgary, this motion 
was defeated. The request was 
turned down by the government 
because the present costs of the 
University of Alberta have reach¬ 
ed such a high figure that pres¬ 
ent circumstances do not warrant 
increasing this expenditure by the 
consideration of another branch of 
the University. It was felt that 
the future will hold' the need for 
such a branch, but that we have, 
for the present, reached the peak 
of enrolment at the University. 
When conditions reach normal the 
government is prepared to consid¬ 
er the Calgary branch on its own 
merits. It is felt that the province 
is better to have one superior Uni¬ 
versity than two poor ones. 

Figures were given in the House 
that more than 22,000 miles of 
road were graded or gravelled' or 
had other work done on them on 
the main highways of Alberta last 
year. There has been 182 miles 
of work done on the 'Grimshaw 
road since last session, and 1 more 
than 4,400 miles of highways have 
been maintained. Two hundred 
and thirty bridges, wood and steel, 
have been built or repaired, in¬ 
cluding the new bridge at Red 
Deer. The Government contribut¬ 
ed during that time, nearly two 
million dollars to municipalities 
and Local Improvement Districts, 
where more than 10,000 miles of 
road work have been done in the 
past year. 

Debates also brought out that 
the number of wells producing oil 
in Alberta in 1935 was 100; today 
it is 484. The number of wells 
producing gas in 1935 was 84, and 
today it is 235. 

A special report of the commit¬ 
tee set up at the last session to 
study Workmen’s Compensation, 
has been tabled in the legislature. 
The proposed changes will provide 
benefits to injured workmen and 
their dependents. Widows’ pen¬ 
sions and the dependents’ benefits 
will be increased as weld as the 
average amount paid to the in¬ 
jured workman. In all, the new 
benefits are expected to cost one- 
half million dollars more. 

Work on the pilot ipdant at Mac- 
Murray is progressing favorably. 
The purpose of this plant is to 
determine whether oil production 
can be extracted from the tar 
sands in paying quantities. Al¬ 
berta oil production is presently 
equal to Alberta requirements, 
but is only sufficient to meet one- 
third of the demands of the three 
Prairie Provinces.

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Council to Impose 
Poll Tax Within 
Town 

Endeavor to Help Alleviate 

Heavy Taxation Burden on 

Ratepayers by Causing Single 

Men and Renters to Pay Tax. 

Regular meeting of the coun¬ 
cil was held on Tuesday even¬ 
ing. Present Mayor Aboussa- 
fy, Councillors Dutil, Ramsay, 
Lowe and Wood. 

Complaints regarding gar. 
bage collections are pouring 
into council. It was decided 
to put two trucks to work 
to clean up garbage as quick¬ 
ly as possible. Works and 
Property committee was auth¬ 
orized to give the subject de¬ 
tailed study and bring in a 
recommendation at the next 
meeting regarding garbage 
collections and method of pay¬ 
ment to the garbage collect¬ 
ors, whether to maintain them 
on a monthly salary basis or 
put them on an hourly wage 
rate. 

The Building committee re¬ 
ported that the Fraser resi¬ 
dence on Sixth street was 
causing a public nuisance due 
to rotted base timbers allow¬ 
ing the building to rest heavi¬ 
ly against an adjoining rate¬ 
payer’s building. A letter 
was authorized to be sent to 


the executors of the Lily Fras¬ 
er estate asking that the 
house be put back on its own 
supports. 

Collins & Collins, Calgary 
auditors, were appointed town 
auditors for 1948. 

Wm. Antle, in his positions 
as Chief of Police and Fire 
Chief submitted his report. It 
was revealed that many hours 
of firefighting had been chop¬ 
ped off the original list sub¬ 
mitted to council. 

Lorencz Shoe Store asked 
council’s recommendation to 
the provincial government 
that it be permitted to carry 
other lines of dry goods. Re¬ 
quest granted. 

Mrs. L. Hannah asked coun¬ 
cil’s recommendation to the 
provincial government for a 
Beauty Parlour license. Her 
request was tabled until she 
appeared before council in 
person. 

School and town budgets 
were discussed as well as in¬ 
creases in salaries to teachers, 
janitors and town employees. 
While the school budget was 
not presented Finance chair¬ 
man John Ramsay gave coun¬ 
cil an insight into the expen¬ 
ses the town will likely incur 
this year. The budget will be 
the subject of a full dressed 
debate at the next meeting.

Low Temperatures Hold No Terror For Him 


Methods For Defense 


May Develop 
PerennialWheat 
In 10-20 Years 


FLIN FLON, Man.—Two Flin Flon 
men disclosed they hoped to recover 
copper ore which has been at the 
bottom of Cumberland Lake, 125 
miles northwest, since barges carry¬ 
ing the ore were sunk a quarter- 
century ago. 

Johnny Johnson and Stan Schil- 
troth said they estimated close to 300 
tons of ore now valued as high as 
$100 a ton had gone to the bottom. 

The ore, from Flin Flon mines, 
used to be loaded on barges which 
were towed to the rail head at Cum¬ 
berland House. Thence it was freight¬ 
ed to the smelting town of Trail, B.C. 
It wds on one of these trips that 
several barges sank. 


AT THE PRESENT TIME THE PROSPECTS for establishing perma¬ 
nent world peace could not be said to be encouraging, but neither is there 
reason to believe that a third World War is inevitable. In no country is 
there greater hope for lasting peace than in Canada, for although we were 
not subjected to direct attack, this country has participated actively in two 
great wars in the last thirty years and has learned the great cost of modern 
warfare in men and resources. It is now realized, however, that with the | 
present rapid developments ih aeronautics, we would be liable to attack in 
another war, regardless of where hostilities should break out. With .this 
in mind, Canada’s armed forces are being trained in advanced methods of 
defense, although it is earnestly hoped that it will never be necessary to 
call them into service for this purpose. 


University Oi Saskatchewan 
Scientists Say Plenty Oi 
Time Needed To Cross 
Wheat And Grass Plants

-University of Sas¬ 
katchewan scientists estimate 10 to 
20 years may be needed for comple¬ 
tion of experiments that hold stag¬ 
gering possibilities for western ag¬ 
riculture — development of perennial 


In this, as in many other things, an attempt is 
being made to profit by the lessons of the past. 
Had Western Europe been well prepared for attack 
in 1940, the Germans might not have set out on 
their great program of aggression, or had they started, they might have 
been successfully turned back. Preparedness against attack by peace-loving 
nations may indeed be a powerful instrument in discouraging aggressive 
warfare, and in training an efficient defense force for Canada is in no way 
giving up hope for a lasting peace. In training her armed forces Canada 
is also profiting from experience gained in the last war, and is emphasizing 
the value of combined action of the army, navy and air force in modern 
warfare. The effectiveness of such co-ordination was proved by the Ger¬ 
mans in their "blitzkrieg” attacks in the early part of the last war, and 
in the gigantic combined operations used by the Allies in the invasion of 
the continent. 


Learn Lessons 
From The Past 


THE NEWEST METHOD 

CHICAGO—An Army B-17 bomber 
parachuted a prefabricated house to 
the slopes of Mt. McKinley, Alaska, 
during cosmic ray experiments con¬ 
ducted there by University of Chi¬ 
cago scientists. The house was equip¬ 
ped with heating facilities to protect 
the scientists from sub-zero tempera¬ 
tures. 


Cautious researchers will make 
few predictions except that plenty of 
time and a fair amount of luck are 
involved in crossing thousands of 
wheat and grass plants to obtain a 
bread wheat that will come up every 
spring without seeding. 

But many agriculturalists say per¬ 
ennial wheat, if developed, might be 
a shot in the arm for western farm¬ 
ing.

It was a great day at Last Bend 
when they bundled the little girls 
with the twisted legs into the 
waiting plane. 

Few people come to Last Bend. 
Few leave. On the map the place 
isn’t even marked. Dotted lines 
indicate the river course—aimless 
as the lives of the crippled children 
whose poverty-stricken parents 
owned the two-room shack. 
Margaret had been born up there 
in the bush, abut 400 miles south 
of the Yukon border.

Margaret had neither. Instead, she 
had congenitally-deformed hips. 

Only fourteen . . . and helpless 
A doctor, explaining matters in lay 
terms, would have said that they 
were out of joint—the femurs 
parted from the sockets. Margaret 
merely knew that she couldn’t 
walk like other children. Her feet 
turned outwards at right angles. 
She moved haltingly, fearfully, as 
if she were very old. But Margaret 
was just fourteen. 

She had been ten when Jean arrived 
little sister of the dark 
i eyes, the quick intelligence. 


But a little sister born, like Mar¬ 
garet, with cruelly-dislocated hips. 
A school teacher came to Last 
Bend. Margaret learned something, 
then, of the world beyond the 
bush; heard whispered references 
to hospitals for crippled children. 
But, of course, her case was 
hopeless. It always had been. 

Into another life 
Yet it happened. The plight of 
Margaret and Jean came to the 
attention of the Red Cross. One 
morning a plane landed at Last 
Bend. Now—in friendly wards 
among cheerful, hopeful children, 
Margaret and Jean are being 
treated and schooled. Already Jean 
is walking better—much is hoped 
of an operation. Her limbs will not 
be conspicuous—not for her thi 
life of an ‘ugly duckling’. 

For Margaret, too, a brighter 
future beckons—after an uphill 
fight. Age makes a difference. And 
14 years is a long, long time . . 
at Last Bend.
